One of the most important things about learning a 
language is input — the language you receive. This can 
be in the form of spoken language (what you hear) or 
written language (what you read). Remember, babies 
and young children learnt their first language by being 
exposed to a LOT of language without making any 
conscious effort to learn it.

Vocabulary is the base of all languages. Grammar is 
just the way the words fit together. So, you need to 
focus on learning lots of words and expressions. The 
good news is that you can express yourself clearly with 
a vocabulary of about 3,000 of the most freguent words 
(and combinations of them).

The Present Simple 

We can use the Present Simple to describe habits, 
permanent states, facts and customs. We often use 
the Present Simple with adverbs of frequency (always, 
sometimes, never, etc.). Typical time expressions with 
the Present Simple include: every Friday, on Mondays, 
once a week, twice a month, in the morning, at the 
weekend. For example, “He never takes the car to 
work.” 


The Present Continuous 

We can use the Present Continuous to talk about 
activities in progress, temporary situations, or changes 
that are taking place over a period of time. We often 
use time expressions such as right now, at the moment 
and now. We can also use the Present Continuous for 
future appointments at specific times. For example: 

a) She's travelling around the world.

We use the Present Perfect Simple to refer to actions that 
have happened some time before now, without mentioning 
exactly when. For example, “I’ve been to Paris.” 


We can use the Present Perfect to say how long 
something has happened. For example, “I’ve had this 
car for ten weeks.” (I’ve still got it.) 


The Present Perfect & Past Simple 

When we want to specify when, where, why, etc. 

something happened in the past, we can use a past 

tense verb. For example: 

A: Have you ever climbed a mountain?

According to a recent survey carried out by 
paintballing.co.uk, there are some things that people 
think it's all right to take. As part of the poll, 1,000 
adults were asked what they felt was acceptable to 
steal without feeling guilty. 


Top of the list were hotel "freebies” such as 
shampoo, soap, towels, razors, hairbrushes and 
bathrobes, with 93% believing that it was "all part of 
staying at the hotel”. 


Next on the list was unsecured internet, with 88% 
saying they'd have no gualms about accessing a 
neighbour's network if it wasn't password-protected. 


This is followed by restaurant condiments, with 55% 
feeling that it was perfectly acceptable to walk off with 
sachets of ketchup and mustard as they'd "already 
paid for them in the price of the meal”. 

At work, 27% felt it was OK to take home office 
stationery, with 22% also thinking there was nothing 
wrong with helping themselves to a colleague's tea, 
coffee or biscuits. 


Out shopping, 17% felt it was all right to eat pick-and- 
mix sweets as they were going to buy some anyway. 
Eleven percent saw nothing wrong with taking the 
odd extra apple at the supermarket fruit counter after 
weighing their fruit. Ten percent thought it was 

OK to weigh expensive food items (such as 
avocadoes) as cheaper ones (like tomatoes). And 8% 
said they wouldn't feel guilty for walking off with pens 
or pencils from shops such as IKEA as it was a form 
of publicity for the company as the pens had their 
logos on. 


Finally, three percent admitted to having taken home 
park flowers to decorate the house or to give as gifts 
to friends or relatives.

Here are three places to go to for great street food. 


Hong Kong 

Street food is popular all over Hong Kong. Breakfast 
options include “bao”, which are steamed buns filled 
with meat and vegetables, “cong you bing”, which are 
pancakes made with green onions, and “lo mai gai”, 
which is sticky rice and sausage wrapped in a lotus 
leaf. Other delicacies include skewered beef, curried 
fish balls, boiled eggs, and the extremely popular 
“chou doufu”, or “stinky tofu” as it’s also known, 
which is a type of fermented tofu. 


The Dominican Republic 

The Dominican Republic is another great place for 
street food.

We use conjunctions to connect ideas within 
sentences or between sentences. 


We use unless to refer to exceptions. Unless basically 
means “except if”. For example: "III carry on like this 
unless you want me to do something else.” 


We use as long as and provided that (more formal) to 
express a type of condition. It basically means “if”. 
For example: “He'll go to the wedding as long as you do 
too.” 


We use even if as a way of emphasising a point. For 
example: “Even if he paid for my ticket | wouldn't go.” 
[I wouldn't go under any circumstances] 


We can use although or even though to contrast ideas. 
For example: "Although | guite like the design, | don't 
think it's right for us.” 


We often use however and nevertheless (more formal) 
to contrast ideas between two sentences or separate 
clauses. For example: “I know it isn't that dangerous. 
However, | really don't think we should take any 
risks.” 


We can use in spite of / despite + a noun for emphasis. 
For example: "They played the game in spite of the 
rain.” [They played the game even though it was 
raining.) 


Despite the fact (that) and in spite of the fact (that) are 
followed by clauses. For example: "Despite the fact 
that it was raining, they still played the game.” 


We can use also, plus, moreover or furthermore as a way 
of introducing another point (often a stronger one) 

in an argument. For example: “| don't think it’s clear 
what the play is about. Furthermore, it isn't that well 
written.” 


And we can use expressions such as on top of that 
or in addition when we want to mention another 
item connected with the subject we're discussing. For 
example: “The trains are fast, efficient and punctual. 
In addition, ticket prices are some of the cheapest in 
the world.” 


We can use not only... but also as a way of introducing 
two points. Notice the question-pattern word order. 
For example: “Not only can they speak French, but 
they can 

also speak German.”

Conceptual Art 
Here are some examples of conceptual art 


In 1958, French artist Yves Klein held an exhibition at the 
Iris Clert Gallery called The Specialisation of Sensibility in 
the Raw Material State into Stabilised Pictorial Sensibility, 
The Void. As part of this, he took everything out of the 
gallery space except a large cabinet. After a successful 
publicity drive, 3,000 people gueued up on the opening 
night, only to be taken into an empty room. 

In 1962, married couple Christo and Jeanne-Claude created 
a temporary work of art known as The Iron Curtain. This 
consisted of a barricade of oil barrels in Rue Visconti, an 
extremely narrow street in Paris (with an average width 
of just 3 metres). According to the artists, the artwork 
wasn't the barricade but the resulting traffic jam. 

In 1970, Douglas Huebler exhibited a series of 
photographs which were taken every two minutes 
whilst driving along a road for 24 minutes. 

In 1972, Fred Forest bought a page of blank space 
in the newspaper Le Monde and invited readers to fill 
it with their own works of art. 

In 1976, Christo and Jeanne-Claude (once again) 
set up an installation art piece known as Running 
Fence, which was taken down after 14 days. The piece 
consisted of a white, nylon fence that stretched for 
39.4 km in northern California (USA). The 5.5 metre 
high fabric for the fence was hung on 350,000 hooks 
that were attached to steel cables. 

In 1977, Walter De Maria placed a one-kilometre 
brass rod into the earth in Kassel (Germany). Nothing 
remained visible except a few centimetres of the rod. The 
work of art was known as Vertical Earth Kilometer. As the 
artist explained, it existed mostly “in the viewer's mind”.

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The Hash House Harriers 
A drinking club with a running problem! 


Like many expats, the Brits like to stick together 
when they're abroad. One way is through clubs and 
organisations. And one of the most famous British 
ex-pat organisations is the world's most eccentric 
running club: the Hash House Harriers. 


So, what is the Hash House Harriers? Very basically, 
it's a running and social club. Runs are organised, 
which are followed by a trip to a bar or pub 
afterwards for a social get-together. The run is a fun 
event. A group of people known as the “hares” lay 

a trail (often U bits of paper, or biodegradable 
material such as flour). The “pack” (or “hounds” 

as they're also known) are the runners. They must 
follow the trail and try to get to the end of it. 


Sounds easy? It can be, but it can also be difficult 

as the hares may also lay a false trail. In some 
competitions, the hares leave a few minutes before 
the hounds and one of the objectives is to catch the 
hares before they lay the trail. In other competitions, 
the hares lay the trail the day before and the objective 
is to reach the end of the trail. 


There are now more than 1,500 Hash House Harrier 
groups, with one in most of the major cities around 
the world. So, how did it all begin? Hashing began 
in Kuala Lumpur (Malaysia), in 1938. A group of 
British colonial expatriates, Cecil Lee, Frederick 
“Horse” Thomson, Ronald “Torch” Bennett, and 
Albert Stephen Ignatius Gispert (a British accountant 
of Catalan descent) would meet after work on 
Monday evenings to run. They often followed paper 
trails through the outskirts of Kuala Lumpur. The 
main objective was to get rid of the excesses of 

the previous weekend. Although after the run, the 
exhausted runners would often go to a bar for a few 
drinks. 


Later, they registered their society. Gispert suggested 
the name “Hash House Harriers”. The name 
apparently came from the place where they lived 

as bachelors, the Selangor Club Annex, known 
locally as the Hash House, because of its boring, 
unimaginative food.
